The Trial of the Assassin Draw- 
ing to a Close. 


Expert Testimony Continuing—Inter- 
runtions by Guiteaun—Politi- 
cal Points. 


The Guiteau Trial. | 

WASHINGTON, December 31.—At the open- 
tng of the court Guiteau called out: “One of 
my guards here, Cunningham, has got an 
eleven-pound baby fora New Year’s pres- 
ent.”” (Laughter, in which the jury heartily 
joined. |] 

Dr. Gray resumed the story of his con- 
versation with the prisoner in the jail. 

Guiteau interrupted: ‘*That don’t corre- 
spond with your evidence yesterday, Doctor. 
You went into inspiration then.’ 

Scoville objected to the etatem ent of wit- 
ness. ‘‘Hesaid nothing of inspiration or 
divine pressure,” and urged the witness 


must give the conversation or substance of 
it as it occurred; thatit would be the prov- 
ince of the jury to;say what should be infer- 
red from it. 

Witness qualified the statement by adding: 
“T asked him questions,and my statement is 
based on his replies.’? Witness, continuing, 
said: “The prisoner used the expression. 
‘When I made up my mind.? ?? 

Guiteau shouted: ‘‘Making up my mind is 
the result of the grinding pressure. That’s 
where the inspiration comes in. Please get 
that straight while vou are about it.” 

Scoville again objected, that witness was 
losing sight of the question and going in 
to an argument. 

Guiteau: ‘*He’s forgotten whatijhe testified 
yesterday. Corkhill must have gotten hold 
of him and instfucted him what to say to- 
day. Thav’s what’s the matter with him. 

Scoville disclaimed any desire to interrupt 
the wiltmess, but the prosecution held him to 
the strict reauirement that he should make 
his objections specifically and he must there- 
fore eM witness atevery point where he was 
satisfied an ebjectiun might lie. 

Guiteau continually interjected comments, 
and With Sceville’s frequent objections wit- 
ness soon became sensibly disturbed, and 
when asked to go on said: *“lherehave been 
so many interruptions I don’t know where I 
am. 

Guitean quickly retorted: “I shouldn’t 
think you did, nor any one else. I have been 
trying ail morning to find out where you 
are, The fact is vou are badly lost this 
morning, Doctor. We’ll have te send a small 


bov to find you.” 

Witness was about to state some 
reasons which induced him (witness) 
to ferm theopinion that the prisoner 
was sane at the time he visited him atthe 
jail, .when, Guiteau again interrupted and 
called out: “Dr. Gray is devoting 
himself to an argument 
this morning, which he has no 
rightto do. He should confine himself to 
facts. Portér will take care ot the argu- 
ments ;|(sarcastically) Judge Porter,I mean.’? 

Scovilie again objected that witness was 
volunteering against instead of adhering to 
a statement of facts. 

Witness with some feeling replied, “I am 
under oath, Mr. Scovilie, and I do not care to 
volunteer anything which is not strictly and 
apparently evidence In the case.”’ 

Guiteau:g Then you had better stop 
talking if you don’t want to volunteer any- 
thing. 

Witness did not find a single circumstance 
as narrated by the prisoner that would indi- 
cate to his (witmess’) mind insanity. He was 
of the opinion, judging by his examination of 
the prisoner in jail and from his observation 
of him in court, that he is sane at this time. 

Col. Corkhill then read to witness, with an 
apparent view ofits vivisection, the hypo- 
thetical question of the defence, and turn- 
ing to Scoville, said: ‘*You see, Mr. Scoviile, 
I have submitted your own question.’’ 

Scoville: Yes, but you do not read it wita 
the same emphasis as you do your own. 

Corkhill: Precisely so, because I don’t be- 
lieve in itas I doin mine. 

Witness replied that “I woukd notlike to 
answer that bypothetical question because 
it evidently means to app'y to the prisoner, 
and from my own observations and examina- 
tion I could not.answer it 3s a hypothetical 
case, because in my Judgmentit does not de- 
seribe an insane state. 

Witness then analyzed the question,clause 
bv clause, and severely criticized it. Cork- 
hill then read the lengthy hypothetical ques- 
tions of the prosecution. 

Guiteau suggested there was no necessity 
to repeat that bosh, as e verybody had heard 
it a dozen times. 

The suggestion was unheeded and the 
prisoner added: ‘*Two-thirds of that is 
false and it makes me mad every time I hear 
it read.”’ 

As the reading proceeded he continually 
called out: ‘**That is false,” **How do you 
know 2?’ **That’s Smith’s-lie,” ana similar ex- 
pressions. 

Witness replied: “1 believe him to have 
been sane on July 2d.” 

Guiteau shouted: ‘*The whole substratum 
of that thing is false. How can a aoctor give 
a truthful answer?’’ 

Witness then gave atlengtb full details of 
what be had observedin the conduct and 
savings of the prisoner in court that had led 
him (witness) to believe in his sanity. 
gRefering tothe prisoner’s claim, the the 
Deity inspired the act,he was interrupted by 
Guiteau saying, *‘Yes; andjhe’ll take care of 
it too, Dr. Gray. I’ll stake my life on it.” 

Witness was asked, *“*‘Do you think the 
prisoner has been feigning in court?’ and 
replied, “Yee, Ido. He claims an inspira- 
tion from the Deity. Idon’tthink he be- 
lieves any such thing, and in such a sense he 
is feigning and acting 4 part.” 

Guiteau: No such thing. I never feign. 
You are paid for your opinion. The juryis 
not. 

Scoville began the cross-examination. 
He was asked if he had testified as an ex- 
pert in cases of persons On trial for capital 
crimes, but before the could reply Guiteau 
supplemented the question by calling out, 
‘‘How many men have you helped to hang, 
Doctor?’ 

Witness was not aware of a case where he 
had pronounced a sane Man insane or 
where he had adjudged an insane man sane. 
He admitted, however, that his views upon 
some types of insanity had changed since he 
began the study of the subject. 

Guiteau: You live to learn then like other 
people. Ifyou live twenty years longer vou 
may koow something about insanity. You 
may reach the Abrahamic type by that time. 
You are a growing man, Doctor. 

Witness stated be abandoned the theoroy 
of moral insanity as far back as °54. He did 
not think it would be found in his reports 
subsequent to that date asa distinct classifi- 
cation. 

After éome further questions on this sub- 
ject Guiteau broke out perce wa “The 
amount of it is these experts swear to 
anything for money. bey wil) swear to 
things to-day they would not have thought 
of swearing to twenty-five years ago or would 
«wear to twenty-fiye years hence. This 
subject of poop | is a pro ive one.’’ 

itness was asked how be came to Wash- 
ington to testify in this case.and repiied: “I

NEARLY A DOUBLE MURDER. 


A Police Officer Shot and Killed While 
Making au Arrest. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KaNsas CITY, MO., December 31.—At 8 
o’clock last night Clay Crenshaw, the keeper 
of the White House Saloon, shot and killed 
Officer Martin Hynes and was himself mor- 
tally wounded. Crenshaw and his wife had 
been fighting and quarreling all day, when 
Hynes entered the saloon to quell the dis- 
turbance. Hecaught hold of Crenshaw, 
pulled him out and was proceeding to the 
station-house. Crenshaw broke from him, 
ran to the saloon, seized a revolver fromjthe 
barand fired four shots at Hynes. One 
bail was fatal and passed through 
the right breast; the others shattered two 
fingers. Hynes fired twice at Crenshaw, 
shooting bim through the side, the ball en- 
tering the left and coming out on the right 
side. The other ball inflicted a slight wound 
in the neck. Hynes staggered into 
the saloon, and died in a few moments of 
internal hemorrhage. Crenshaw i« sttii alive, 
but it is doubtful if he recovers. Hynes was 
the oldest officer on the force, brave 
and universally respécted. He is thirty- 
nine years old, and leaves a_ wife 
and two clildren. He has a mother and 
brother in St. Louis,the latter belonging to 
the fire department. Crenshaw has been 
here several years. He is known, when 
drunk, as a violent and quarrelsome man. 
His wife is a haif-breed Indian, often drunk, 
and very quarrelsome. The post-mortem is 
now in progress.

The 
feitures for the year previous Were only 
4.735, with liabilities of sixty-five miilions. 
The increase is, however, regarded 
by the ageny as smail in proportion to the 
enormous growth in the volume of trade, 
and especially the proportion of the number 
of persons engaged in business. Com- 
pared with 1878 the showing is strongly to 
the advantaze of the year just closed, 
The failnres in 1878 were 10,400, 
and liabilities $234, @00,000, and in 
the year 1881 one person in every 140 
engazed in business there bas failed,while in 
1880 was one in every 150; 1879 one in 
every 105; in 1878, one in every 60. The 
fivures of the year and facts presented are 
interpreted by the agency as confirmation of 
the impression that the trade of the couatry 
is prosperous and in a safe condition.

A Long Encouater with a Whale. 
From the Poughkeepsie Eagle, Dec. 22. 


Mr. Joseph W. Mead, of this city, is now 
on board the bark Hercules on a whaling voy- 
age. His ship was off St. Helens on the 28th 
of October, 1881, from which place he sends 
an interesting letter to one of his relatives in 
Poughkeepsie. From itsve make the fo!low- 
ing extracis: “On the 6th of June last we 
raised whales and gotthem all in favorable 
positions, When we lowered our boats and in 
a short time our second mate struek one. In 
afew minutes after the whale caught the 
boat about in the quarter and completely 
chewed it up. Mr. Luce, the chief mate, 
when he saw our signa! from the ship, sent a

d had the crew picked up, took the 
5 mag and still had the w fast.

The third mate also came up 
and went on the whale three times. 
The fourth time the whale caught and mash- 
ed his boat imto fire-wood. The steerer 
was killed, but the rest of the crew were 
saved. In the meantime the boats did not 
dare to go near the wounded whale, but fired 
at from a distauce wiitn guns. About this 
time we received help from a ship called the 
Miithn, which sent two boats to the rescue, 
for we were in a very weak condition. Before 
you could hardly think it possibie, however, 
the Milton’s boats were both mashed and 
their crews swimminginthe water. They 
were soon rescued by our boats. The boats 
hung about the whale until dark, when we 
cutthe line and letthe huge monster go. 
‘The next morning, however, we saw him 
agsin and took another hoid of him, and 
about 5 o’clock in the afternoon we succeed- 
edin dispatching him. It was the largest 
whale taken in this section for many years, 
and made us 150 barrels of oil. Its length 
was sixty feet and its jaws nineteen feet.’’

Some Very Weak and Thin Conditions 
Their Proprietors Must Accept. 


After about three months’ deliberation, in 
which he was frequently assisted by Mayor 
Ewing, City Collector Hudson has come to 
the conclusion to renew the licenses of the 
variety ‘‘dens” on the following couditions: 

1, That a wine-room shall not be kept or

LENIENCY FOR LINDSAY. 


The St Louis Attorney Gets Nine Years 
in the Ohiv Penitentiary. 


Robert L. Lindsay, the St. Louis attorney, 
convicted at Steubdenville, Ohio, for the 
prominent part he played in the govern- 
ment land frauds, forged deeds, etc., was 


sentenced last night, by Judge Patrick, to 
rine yearsin the Ohio Penitentiary. No 
affidavits in support of character were read, 
aithough many had been prepared. Judge 
Patrick, whuvisabrother of Mrs. Joseph 
Medili, of the Chicago Tribune, passed a 
lighter sentence than his utterances at the 
trial indicatea. The cuse was very ably 

‘ught by the prisoner’s counsel, but con- 
viction was cer' ain from the outset, and there 
was some consultation with counsel for the 
Government touching withdrawal of 
the defense and entry of 4 
plea of gcuilty, with the view 
of getting a light sentence. The matter was 
communicated to the Judge who did not ap- 
prove of it, but said that if such course 
should be taken, Lindsay would not get less 
than a ten year sentence. The § idea 
was then abandoned and the trial 
went through to conviction. |. Be- 
f re District- Attorney Bliss left Steubenville, 
he had some conversation with the Judge as 
to the probable sentence, and the Court said 
that Lindsay deserved twenty years at least. 
The Disirict Attorney then suggested fifteen 
years as adequate punishment, and came 
bome with the impression thatit “ould not 
be less. The court, however, has leant to 
leniency and Mr. Lindsay will serve the 
State of Ohio for nine yeurs only.

THE HISTORY OF THE SQUARE. 


The Mayor toid the reporter the bistory of 
the park.It was purchased by the city Decem- 
ber 1, 1840, of Thomas F. Smith. The con- 
sideration paid was $25,000. The deed | 
is an absolute, unconditional transfer | 
of the property from Smith to the city. There 
is one clause in the deed which is interest- 
ing merely as illustrating the citv’s feeling at 
the time of the purchase, but which, in the 
opinion of City Counselor Bell and other 
first-class lawvers, is not such a condition as 
would entail a reversion of the property to 
Smith’s heirs orimpair the city’s right to 
dispose of the property at any time.

THE CITY’S RIGHT TO SELL

defined in the present churter: 
ARTICLE VIII. 

Sec. 4. The Muvicipal Assembly shall have 
authority, upon the recommendation of the 
Board of Public Imdrovements, to provide, 
hy ordinance, for the sale or lease of any of 
the parks, places and squares under the au- | 
pervision of said board, but such ordinance 
sh. li provide that the proceeds of the sale of 
any sueb park, place or square shall be paid 
to the Fund Commissioners of the city, and 
that atl rentals shall be placed to the credit 
of the Buard of Public Improvements, for

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A BAD INDIAN. 


ak wn ah cae 
Gen. Hatch Tells About Nana, the 
Hostile Apache. 


His Life and the Outbreak Which Led te 
His Death. 


Gen. Hatch, tne great Indian fighter, ar- 
rivedin town this morning and registered at 
the Southern. Everybody knows that he 
was in command of the New Mexico district 
for several years. Some time ago 
he oxchanged with Gen. RB. . 8. 
Mackenzie, and Hatch now has 


Mackenzie’s old regiment with headquarters 
at For Riley. Gen. Hatch was stationed at 
this city a number of years ago, and he spent 
a larger part of the morning calling on his 
friends. A Post-DIsPpATCH reporter met 
him and heard him discourse in a very 
sketchy manner about Iudian affairs. 

s§Gen. Hatch said he had seen the 
dispatch published this morning, re- 
lating to the silling ‘of Nana and 
his band of Indians. The_ telegram 
stated Nana and his band of forty men came 
into the Mexican village opposite Presidio 
del Norte, in Chihuahua, several days ago, 
and sent word that they wanted 
to trade with the Mexicans. 
They declared that they had 
no hostile designs and desired to fight only 
the Americans. The Mexicans went out to 
the Indian camp and took the whole band 
prisouers. Nana and a number 
of the leaders of the Indians 
were placed in line and shbot, the 
old Chief himself giving the word. The re- 
mainder of the Indians were sent into New 
Mexico, where the women wiil be parceled 
sut as slaves, and the men compelied to 
woik in the mines for the rest of their 
ives. 

‘‘Yes,” said Gen. Hatch. ‘‘I’ve read the 
dispatch, and I velieve it to be true. I hope 
it is, for Nana’s death breaks up the last band 
of hostile Indians. I guess, however, that 
the fact of the matter was that the Mexicans 
decoyed the Iudians into a trap and massa- 
cred them.”’ 

“Did you know Nana?” 

‘*Whvy ves, very well. He was my inter- 
preter fora long time, when I was in charge 
of the New Mexican district. He was a big, 
fat Indian, rather old and very reliable. He 
and Victorio were good friends of mine, 
and by the way they helped me out of a 
scrape once when I| thought I was 
retty near the end of my _§ rope. 
uring the year 1876, one day a number of 
the Apaches and others where we were sta- 
tioned got very drunk on tiswin. Do you 
know what tiswin is? Well, it is 
made from  ~“fermeniei corn, tastes 
‘like lemonade and is very intoxicating. The 
Indians would go hunvry for a day or s0, 
then get full of tiswin and remain drunk 
for weeks. Well, these feliows were getting 
very troublesome, and trouble was just 
about to bevin when 1 went in amovg 
then, and you may be sure that I talked as 
never did beforein my life, for | was sure 
it was aclose call, when. after a great deal 
of troubie, I succeeded in Winning over 
Victorio and Nana and others, and 
we soon settied the matter after that. 
The majority of the drunken crowd made 
the attuck, but we killed four chiefs and a 
good many others, and stopped the trouble. 
But for Victorio and Nana, I know that 
drunken outbreak would bave ended in the 
massacre of a}] of us.’’ 

“When did Nana goout on the war-path?”’ | 

“About three years avo, some timein ’78. | 
Victoria went out and Nana was bis adju- 
tant. [Trememberthat I began to suspect 
the outbreak just at the time I was starting 
forthe scene of the Ute massacre in that 
year. | was taking the infantry 
and leaving Morrow with the cavalry 
to hold the placa while I was away. I thought 
I would go and see old Victorio and ask him 
aboutthe matter.’ | went alone to see the 
old man, and teld him that I knew 
what he was thinking of doing. He 
repiied that I was ajone and he could kill 
me. ‘I know you could,’ said I, ‘but I also 
know you will not. You are going on the 
war-path, and the end of it will be thede- 
struction of ‘ourself and your 
whole people. I’m going away from 
here witb some of the troop 
but others will take our place and you will 
surely getthe worst of it.’ The old man re- 
plied that be had not made up his mind to 
go out, but that if he did, he never intended 
to surrender again. ‘I will not surrender 
the bair of a horse’s tail,’ 
was his grim remark Sometime 
after thisthe band went out,with Victorioand 
Nena at the head. You see, I nad these 
Indians, Victorio, Nana and ail their bands, 
as prisoners. We took them and held them 
until the interior Department or- 
dered us to turn them out. Soon 
after the outbreak happened. Four 
hundredjApachbes went out with Victorio. 
We drove them away down into Mexico. 
They left their women and children, and i 
afterwards turned them ail over at the San 
Carlos Agency. Most of the braves were 
Killedin Mexico. Victorio himself was killedin 
Mexico a year ago lastsummer. The Mexi- 
cans surrounded a camp, and be was hit wi'h 
a stray shot and died in camp next 
morning. Then Nana wok command, 
but all Apaches have gone. The 
Indians alluded to as cuptured = with 
him at Presidio del Norte were 
all Meseoaleros, so calied from the fact that 
they manufactured a drink called mescal, 
from time immemorial. All the 400 Apaches 
who started out with Victorio are dead 

lopg ago. Nana was wore of an organizer 

than a fighter and he stuck to Victorio’s policy 
in this iast Campaign, never to surrender, 

Nana and Victorio were both Warm Spring 

Apaches, the bravest Indians known.’’ 

Gen. Hutch is going to Washington oa In- 
dian business. He expects to zo into Colo- 
rado to look after the Utes early in April. 

He says that Gen. Sheridan expects trouble 
fromthe Utes, but does not thinkit will 
occur. If the Utes keep quietand if Nana 
is actualiy dead, Gen. Hatch expects that 
Indian warfare fs at an end.

Ina picturesque li tle cottage that stands 
on the hillabove Weehawken Cove dwells 
‘**‘Pop” Ludlow, as he is familiarly styled. 
Capt. John is the title given him by the more 
sedate.

DRAPING THE POST-OFFICE. 


Government Employes Paying fer the 
2,000 Yards of Garfield Mourning. 


There has been some talk recently to the 
effect that the firm to whose lot it fell to 
drape the old Post-office building at the 
time of Garfleld’s death would have to want 
a long while forits money. The Suilding was 
hung with 2,000 yards of black cambric, and 
the interior and exterior were alike profuse- 
ly draped. F. W. Rosenthal & Co. did the 


work, and their work was something like 
$200. Collector St. Gem ordered the cambric 
and it was said that rather than let Rosen- 
thal & Co. wait a year or more for the gov- 
ernment to psy the bill Mr. St. Gem tried to 
get the postoflice and other departments in 
the building to subscribé their shares of the 
amount, and many of the persons concerned 
hesitated about subscribing anything. In 
all other large cities the draping of United 
States buildings has been paid for by sub- 
scriptions from the Government’s employes, 
large and small A Post-DISPATCH 
reporter called on Mr. St. Gem 
this morning and asked him about 
the truth or falsity of the reports. The 
collector said the bill would be paid in a day 
ortwo. Nobody refused te contribute ex- 
cept a few minor employesin the building. 
He had himself contributed $25; Post-office 
Cone *5 Scharute had given $5; Marshal 
Coste, $5; District Attorney Bliss, $1; the 
clerks of the courts, and Postmaster Hays 
promised to hand over the Post-office share of 
the money right away. There are 300 em- 
ployes in tae Post-office and no man need 
give more than 50 cents. The Postmaster at 
first hesitated about assessing the men, pre- 
ferring to let the Government foot the 
bill, but attbe suggestion of Mr. St. Gem, 
who desires the account settled as soon as 
possible, Mr. Hays concluded to agree to the 
subscri pe plan. 

It will be remembered that there was some 
delay about draping the building—so much 
in fact that a well known citizen went around 
soliciting contributions and had raised $40 
when the Custom- house people made him 
stop.

The followingisa review of the business 
of St. Louis for the vear 1881. Allthe lead- 
ingand important branches in the city will 
be found fully treated and set forth inthe 
matter following: 

Flour. 

The business for 1881. in flour has not been 
an altogether satisfactory one, but for thia 
there must be takeninto account the great 
falling offin the receipts of wheat, due to 
the short crop of thisyear. This naturally 
had a serious effect upon the manufactured 
articles. The receipts show a decrease of a 
little ovor 100,000 barrels, while the ship- 
ments fel! off over 500,000 barrels. Several new 
mils have been built and opened in this city 
andin the section of country tributary to 
this market, but quite a number of the city 
mills were compelied to shut down owing to 


the extreme high prices prevailing for wheat, 
which barred our manufacturers from com- 
peting with other points.

Wheat. 

This leading product shows a heavily de- 
| creased movement during the past year, but 
| this falliog off was not contined alone to this 
'market for almost the same serious discrep- 
| ancy in the receipts of wheat is seen at other 
| leading markets. The decreased arrivals 
| were due entirely tothe heavy falling off in 
| the harvest yield for 1881, and as the largest 
| percentage of loss was in wheat, so this 
'market, asthe leading wiater wheat market 
of the West, felt most seriously the shorfage 
inthe crop. The decrease in the receipts 


amounts to between 6,000,000 and 7,000,000 | 


‘bushels. The quality, too, of this year’s 
crop sufferea a deterioration, and since be- 
ing received here the inspectons have princi- 
pally run below awNo.2, and this notwith- 
standing a lowering of the standard of in- 
spection full a haif grade from the standard 
of 1880-’81. Shipments from this point 
for the year were 4,500,000 Dbush- 
els smaller than the preceding year, 
of which decrease over 2,000,000 bushels 
wesin the rivershipments to New Orleans. 
3,736 673 busheis being sent by this route for 
exportto Europe. The cause for this de- 
crease is to be found principally in specula- 
tive manipulation that carried pricesto such 
extreme figures that trade with Europe was 
effectually barred. These high prices 4lso 
checked the mil!'wg demand and caused many 
of our leading mills to close down for some 
time. Speculation ruled the markets al- 
most entire! y during the greater part of the 
year, and never before did this market see 
the immense amount of option trading that 
has prevailed. The following table shows

Corn. 

The receipts of corn show a decrease 0 
about 2,000,000 bushels from the preceding 
year. The falling offinthe crop in States 
upon which this market has drawn chiefly 
for its supply was entirely the cause for this 
decrease, as for the past several months this 
market has ruled comparatively higher than 
any other receiving pointin the West, and 
but forthe crop shortage this year would 
have seen the heaviest movementin corn in 
ite history. The sbipments were 56,000,000 
bushels tessthan the preceding year. Of 
| these shipments 8 232,194 bushels went to 
New Orleans for export to Europe. The 
movement for 1881 is shown below:

Cotton. 

The past year is the second largest year in 
the history of the cotton trade of this mar- 
ket. Receipts for 1881 have increased over 
100,000 bales, as compared -cvith 1880. The 
vaiue of this business to the city is equal to 
at least fifty millions of dollars. The value 
ofthe receipts during this year, at $45 per 
bale, equals $20,000,000, and itis safe to say 
that thiee-fourths of the P egos of the 
staple sold here is expended in the purchase 
of goods and supplies. The facilities for 
hauling are unsurpassed. There are three 
large cotton compress warehouses with a 
storage capacity of 200,000 bales, and a com- 
pressing capacity per dav of 6,500.

The Hardware Trade. 

St. Louis business men refer with pride to 
the development of the hardware trade here. 
Capital and energy, witha far-seeing enter- 
priss, have placed this market in the fore- 
most place, for it is not outranked by New 
York or Boston or Philadelphia, 
The mammoth bardware establish- 
ments of St. Louis carry a ereater 
variety of goods than any other houses in the 


country and likewise in other respects it 
ranks asthe best and cheapest hardware 
market in America to-day. Merchants from 
the far West and South go East to make their 
season purchases and Jeave their hardware 
orders for filloug in St. Louis on the 
Way back. The five leading 
houses in the  bardware jobbing 
trade have sold duringthe year about $7,000,- 
000 worth of goods. This trade has reached 
out South and West with rapid strides dur- 
ing the past two years. Two houses alone, 
the Simmons Hardware Company and the 
Shapleigh-Cantweil Hardware ompany, 
have sbipped 2,000,000 worth of 
yoods each during the year. 
Supplying the vast sgricuitural, the 


from _ this center. There is 
steady increase in the home manufacture of 

ooda supplied to the hardware trade. St. 

uis now supplies its wholesale trade wifh 

chains, hames, wheels, axe, hoe and shovel 
handles, ete. The far-reaching extent of 
country covered by the St. Louis hardware 
trade is a subject worthy of comment. The 
noob f energetic young representatives of the 
great St. Louis hardware houses may be 
met any dayin Indiana, Hlinois, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, lowa, Michigan, V/isconsin, Min- — 
nesota, Kansas, Arkansas,. Dakota, W 
ming, Oregon, Utah, Indian Territories, 
Texas, Mississippi, Louisiana, ‘Alabama, 
New Mexico, Arizona, Nevada, Oregon, 
aud even as far as Califor- 
nis, The Simmons and the 
Shapleigh-Cantwell Hardware Companies 
each have twenty-five representatives on the 
road. The trade south and west was affect~- 
ed for a time by the crops, but the activity 
at the close of thé year has been remarkable. 
Very few bad debts have been reported, 
during the year, in spite of unfavora- 
ble conditions, failure of the cro 
in certain sections, etc. The buik of the jo 
bing trade has been done by the houses 
mentioned, by McCombs, Caruth & Byrnes, . 
F. A. Witte & Co.and E. Hilger & Co. At 
the close of this year Mr. McCombs retires 
from the house of McCombs, Caruth & Byrnes 
and the remaining partners will 
form a stock company. In the 
cutlery department a new company has 
been established, known as the Semple, 
Vaile & Burchard Cutlery Company. The 
hardware fiela properis so apse coVv- 
ered here that there is little probability of 
new firms springing up. E.C. Simmons, 
president of the Simmons Hardware Com- 
pany, shall speak for himself concerning the 
year’s trade ana its present conaition: 

‘*The failure of the crops has very much 
affected the Arkansas and Texas trade in 
the hardware line, but the trade has grown 
in new sections, and it is safe to ¥ that the 
aggregate of sales for the year wi be ten per 
cent greater than last year. For 
ninety days past things have been booming. 
The trade is ina healthy condition generally; 
there bave been few losses during the year 
and we are getting the system of credits more 
prompt and regular. Sale on sixty days? 
time means cash in sixty days, and 
not seventy-five days, as formerly. 
We are doing very well here in St. Louis, 
but we could do as well as Chicago if more 
capital and enterprise were employed. The 
ratio of business which the two cities com- 
mand in the hardware line may be stated as 
follows: St. Louis with five large houses 
controls two-thirds of the amount 
of business controlled by Chicago with 
twelve houses. In willow-ware we have in 
St. Louis two of the largest houses in the 
country, Samuel Cupples &Co.and Udell, 
Schmieding & Co. St. Louis has no 
reason to be ashamed of her reputation asa 
hardware market.” 


The Grocery Trade. 

The wholesale grocers reviewing the trade 
of the vear have reason to feel comfortable. 
If the hardware business is excepted, it may 
be said that the volume of business handled 
by the grocery trade has been more satisfac- 
tory than any other branch of business 
centered here. The sales have been 
fully up to the average, and for the latter part 
of the year the sales have been considerably 
above the average. In one house alone for 
the past four months the sales have been in 
volume thirty per cent in excess of the re- 
turns last year. The bulk of this great 


wholesale business is divided among about 
fifteen houses, five of which average their 
sales for the year at $1,500.000 each, and ten 
at $750,000. The aggregate of salesin the 
St. Louis wholesale grocery trade for the 
year has been about $25,000,000, and if sales 
of grocery goods by the commission houses 
are added the figures would be increased 
$10,000,000. This is an eminently 
respectable showing for St. Louis. The 
trade of Cincinnati falls far behind this, and 
it is only distanced in this section of the 
country by Chicago, which enjoys all the ad- 
vantages of a more thickly settled and a bet- 
ter surrounding country calling for supplies. 
The St. Louis trade is largely in staple goods, 
while the fancy goods enter considerably 
into the trade of the Northwest. There is a 
marked development, however, in the fancy 
trade here, especially incanned fruits, meats 
and fish. The largest house in the grocery 
trade here, which in 1876 found its trade 
demand for canned saimon supplied by 25 
case lotsa, bas received and disposed 
of 3,000 cases of salmon alone 
since the season set in this year. 
The average gross profit has been about 8 


| per cent. The condition of the market gener- 


ally may be pronounced good. There is none 
too much competition iuthe grocery trade. 
Wholesale and the larger houses somewhat 
encourage competition on the ground that 
it brings an increased volume of tradeto this 
market. 

Some fresh competition will enter the gro- 
cery lists at the opening of the new year, 
Messrs. Garneau, Scudder & Jones and 
Messrs. Wulfing & Gilderhaus having de- 
cided to estahlish and reach out fora share 
of the basiness centering at tbis market. 
The quality of staple goods in groceries is 
improving every year with the demand, and 
it may be said that low grade goods are now 
a drug inthe market. 

The St. Louis trade has not suffered mater- 
iallvduring the year from bad- debts; in- 
deed they have been fewerthan might rea- 
sopably have been expected under the un- 
favorable condition of the crops. There have 
been tbree large failures in the wholesale 
trade: that of John 8S. Gibbs & Co., of this 
city, with liabilities $100,000; Knowles,Cloyse 
& t&o., of Chicago, and J. TT. 
Warren & Co., of Cincinnati. Tbe St. Louis 
house has arranged a sett'ement on the basis 
of forty cents on the doliar. The Chicago 
house, itis said, with a capital of only 


$100,000 attempted to do a business of $2,000,- 


000 per annum, and they came to gtief. The 
who esale grocery houses here have found one 
element affecting the credits during the year 
the craze of country merchants to speculate 
in grain and cotton. Inthe greater number 
of instances it has been disastrous to them 
and has impaired their credit in legit- 
imate channels of trade. The volume of 
business handied by the mammoth grocery 
firms may be asceriained from the following 
rough estimate of the sales by the principal 
firms durirg the year: 

Greeley-Burnham Grocer Co., $1,750,000; 
Brookmire & Ranken, $1,500,000; Kraft 
Holmes & Co., $1,500,000; Goddard, Peck & 
Co.; Jarratt, Gilliiand & Roberts; Aikire & 
Co., Wilson & Jobnson, Sink & Nasse, Wule 
fing, Dieckriede & Co., Mitchell Bros., and 
F. Smith & Sons averaging from $450,000 to 
$750,000 each. 

The wholesale grocers are somewhat ho 
ful ofthe development of Missouri in the 
Soutbeast and the Southwest. One house, 
owning several thousand acres of Jand in 
Washington and Jefferson counties, has 
placed it on sale at $25 per acre and $5 
sere for the inferior land.

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Continued trom Page Nine, 
Wooden and Willow Ware. 

A fact not generally known to St. Louisans 
is that this city 1s the greatest wooden and 
willow-ware market in the world. The larg- 
estestablisbments for the manufacture of 
this class of goods in the country are located 
here, and the merchants engaged fn the bus- 
inegs sel] to every important city in the coun- 
try and to most of the cities of the Old 
World as well. The term ‘‘wooden-ware”’ 
properly means buckets, casks, tubs, ladles, 
bread bowls and such other wooden house- 
bold articles, while the term ‘willow ware?’ 


includes baskets and such other articles as 
are made of willow. With the sale 
of these have become associated 
cordage, rope, brooms, wrapping 
paper, paper b g-, stove-pelish and axle 

grease. In wooden Ware proper, vine and 
oak are mostiy used, Articles of the former 
varicty are manufactured here by tbe St. 
Louis Wooden-ware Works of Jacob Tamm 
& Co., one of the largest estabiisbments of 
the kindin the Unit d States. The Chester 
& Harris Manufacturing Company have an 
equally important establishment forthe man- 
ufacture of articles of the latter variety. 
Be-ides these there are located in St. Louis, 
four large manufactories for the pr duction 
of axle-grease,an apparently insigniticant 
articie of consumption. 

Mr. P. 8. Brookings of the firm of Samuel 
Cupples & Ono, in a conversation with a 
PostT-DIisraTcCH reportcr gave an interest- 
ing account of the exten! and importance of 
the industry under consideration. He said: 

“St. Louis is considered to be by far the 
largest and best market for wooden 
and ware goods in America. We have 
for years sold more than four times as many 
goods of this kind as any otber house in the 
United States, and more than the combined 
sales of alithe housesinthe trade west of 
the Aillezhany Mountains, We manufacture 
nearly ali of our leading articles ourselves, 
and give steady paving employment to 
sev: ral hundred men, boss and girls. 

At one large broom factory located at No. 
111 8S. Second street, we turn out six bun 
dred dozen brooms per dav; using 7,000 
handles and working up about six tons of 
broom corn. We claim,and it is generally 
admitted,that our manufactured brooms are 
pery, much superior to brooms made by 
band. 

We have a mammoth modern ware factory 
at Graud Rapids, Mich., from which we sup 
ply the Chicago and No:tbhwestern market as 
wellas ourown local and Southern trade. 
Besides these we havea lirge factory for the 
sroduction of paper bags on Eighth and 
Valnut streets, which turns out over eight 
hundred thousand bage daily.’ 

Being asked concerning the extent of the 
business during the past year, Mr.Brookings 
said: “Last yerr’s trade was exceedingly 
prosperous. Ssles were easy and collections 
prompt. Ithink itis very safe to predict 
that the year before us will be equally suc- 
cessful ” 


The Saddlery Trade. 

St. Louis, as a long-recognized fact, takes 
the lead of any marketinthe United States 
Inthe saddlery tine. There are many rea- 
sons for this, but its chief advantage lies in 
its eminently favorable location as a distri- 
buting center for the sections of country 
where goods of this character are consumed. 
The extent of territory covered by the Si. 


Louis saddlery trade includes Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, 
Arkansas, Kansas, Colorado, the Indian 
Territory, Wy«mi: g,Montana, Arizona, Now 
Mexico, Iowa and Nebraska. It affords 
emplovment to 1,200 or 1,490 hands, the 
wages ranging allthe way froin $12 to $18.

of the business. The retai| trade has also 
inéreased beyond our most sancuine expec- 
tations, a notable feature being the demand 
for the better grade of goods —this, indeed, 
in botin retail and wholesale. 
This is a very conclusive evi- 
dence of prosperity in our own 
State and the contigu:us territory. St. 
Louis is also rapidly becoming one of the 
principal furniture manufacturing cities in 
the country. In fact these facilities have bad 
to be increased one buudred per cent in two 
years, while finer grades have greativ taken 
the place of cheaper goode.. Prices will have 
to be necessarily advanced because of the in- 
creased cost ef woods and labor, Even the 
Eog ish market is encroaching upon our 
furests for black walnut, and ash and cherry 
are entering Jargely into the composition of 
new goods. Cherry ebonizes splendidly and 
makes the finest kind of goods.’’ 

Mr. Comstock, of the firm of Burrell,Com- 
ssock & Vo.,es\imated an increase in the gen- 
eral furniture business of the city of 30 per 
cent. The grades of goojs wanted were In 
the average much better and there would 
probably be a good steady spring trade for 
the finer grades of furniture. The cities and 
larger towne in Missouriand adjoining States 
were calling for the best goods in iIncreasea 
quantities, and this showed a comparatively 
easy state of affairs. 


The Tobacco Trade, 

The events of the year in the tobacco trade 
of St. Louis have been the movement west- 
ward of the two largest manufacturing firms. 
[wo of the largest, most commodious and 
most admirably-constructed tobacco  fac- 
toriesin the world have been erected during 
the year, one at the corner of 
Thirteenth and St. Charles. streets. 
for the firm of Liggett & Myers and the oth- 
er at the corner of Thirteenth and Chestnut 
streets for the Catlin Tobacco Works. These 
are abiding marksof St. Louis enterprise in 
the tobacco trade and are the most 
perfectly equ'pped tobacco manu: 
facturing establishments in the coun- 
try. Few persons outside of the 
tobacco manufacturing businessin this city 
bave any idea ofits msgni'ude, the number 
of hands employed, adults and young peo- 
ple of both sexes, the quantity or quality of 
the product, the shipments from this market 
or the extent of revenue derived by the 
Governurent from manufactured tobacco and 
cigars in the St. Louis trade. 
Each large est s+blishment here 
has acapacity for manufacture of several 
hundred pounds daily, ‘ni some fictories can 
turn out as manyas 12,000 pounds in one 
day. Atleast 45,000 pounds of tobacco can 
be manufactvred in St Louis in a single day 
during the busy season, and it is estimated 
that by this means, bread and butter is 
placed in the bands of five thousand 
men, boys and girls. The St. Louis manu- 
factured tobscco hasa reputation everywhere 
in this country. In plug tonacco St. Louis 
stand~-far ahead of any marketinthe West. 
In leaf, however, Louisville and Cincinnati 
take the lead.

cent. The supplies of raw 
material during the year have been 
good,and a better class of workmanship is 


introduced each year, with improved quality 
of material. There have been few cnanges 
in the saddlery manufacturing business bere 
during tne past vear. The old firm of Burnes 
& Degnan dissolved, and Mr. AcGinniss 
stepped into the concern when Mr. Deg- 
nan retired. Messrs. Myer, Bannerman 
& Wo. have just moved intoanew building 
on Second street, adjvining the Greeley. 
Burnham G: ocer Company, extending their 
business facilities to meet the demands of a 
trade which steadily employs 250 to 300 
hands. The sewing machine and other ma- 
chinery take the piace of manual labor some- 
what, but skilled bandwork is indispensable 
in the completion of a saddle. The trees, 
made generally of fine wood, form an impor- 
tant branch o the saddle industry and the 
leather finishiag is a very delicate part of the 
work in every variety of style. Saddlery is 
a business that calis for a long apprentice- 
ship, skill, tas'e and patience. The excel- 
lence of the work turned out by St. Louis 
bouses is best shown in the number of exni- 
bition awards for years past. 


Dry Goods. 

There has been vo businessthat has spread 
so remarkably within the past few years as 
the retail trade of St. Louis. The increase 
is estimated at fully one-third in two years, 
but approximate figures could not be ob- 
tained. Shortage in crops had some effect, 
but the trade has been so gencrally good that 
it must be considered an exceptionally fine 
season. 

Mr. R. M. Scruggs, of Scruggs, Vandervoort 
& Barney, stated that the trade had been very 
gratifying and thatthe people wanted bet- 
ter gocds than ever, while the taste of the 
city is grewing better. A remarkable 
and recent’ circumstance was the 
reception of orders for thirteen different 
States, the whole Mississippi Valley sending 
to St Louts for certain sounds, - 

Mr. Rice, of Rice, Stix & Co., spoke in a 
most enthusias'ic mannner of the trade of 
the past year. He said S'. Louis was one of 
the most popular of mur«ets and by the ex 
e.cise of alittle more general public spirit 
she need fear norival. The demand was for 
better grades of goods, which was an encour- 
aging sign. 

D. Crawford, of Franklin avenue, found an 
increase of busivess to at least 50 per cent 
over last year, compared with the time he 
wasinsbape for business. The local de- 
mand was for much better goods, and this 
d«signated an easy condition of the middle 


classes.

L. Bauman & Co,, the famous 
wholesale dealers, have eclipsed all West- 
ern rivals,and not a house in Chicago has 
equaled their business. Their statement is 
to the effect that trade has been far ahead of 
last year, the business in the West having 
improved materially. 

Mr. Eugene J. Cuendet, of Eugene Jac- 
ecard & Co., said that there had been a very 
large increase in the trade for 
the past year, there being an especial de- 
mand for diamonds. E-pecia! efforts had 
been made in bronzes, art works, etc., but 
this wasa branch which was yet to become 
popular. The Southwest and West were 
cont: ibuting importantly to the trade of St. 
Louis. 


Cattle. 

St. Louis as a live stock market stands sec- 
ond on the list. The receipts for the year 
now about to end are a fraction over 503,000 
head, which sbows a gain of 80,000 head 
over those of the year previous. Hadthere 
not been so many drawbacks the gain would 
have been doubled, butas itisitis quite 
satisfactory. The run of grass or through 
Texans wasthe largest ever known, and the 
prices realiged quite satisfactcry to the Tex- 
an shippers, which will be remembered by 
them next season to St. Louis’ advantage. 
In fact the Texan stock business isnot fully 


developed as yet, and the ex- 
pectations are quite great for the fu- 
ture.

The Wabash System. 

The great conrection of St. Louis with the 
East is over the Wabash, St. J-onis and Pa- 
cific Railway, the single name for a system of 
roads stretching from Omaha, St. Joseph 
and Kansas City, on the Missouri River, 
across Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan and Ohio to Detroit and 


Toledo the Eastern termini. In al], some 
thirty-four different routes have been in- 
cluded in this gigantic system, whose com- 
prehension and extent can only be properly 
understood by a close study of that portion 
of the United States lying northeast of the 
Missouri River and southwest of the great 
lakes. The number of miles in operation 
to-duv is 3,810, an increase during the year 
of 793 miles. Its work during the year in- 
cludes a great deal of bridge building as well 
as track laying. Anew bridge has been 
built across the Vermilbon Riverat Danville, 
Iitinois, 400 feet in length and one of the 
finest structures of the kind in America. An 
extension was built from Aibia, lown, 
to Des Moines, the right-of-way into

The Q.,M.& P. Division extension was 
completed to Trenton, Mo., a distance of 136 
miles. The Detroit, Butler and St. Louis 
Railroad, extending from Detroit, Mich., to 
Butler, ind., 120 miles, was acquired by the 
Wabash during the year. For several years 
the city of Detroit tried to get the Wabash to 
build a line into its limits, fully realizing the 
great advantages that it would secure from 
such an alliance. Several schemes were ag- 
itated, and each in turn abandoned, promi- 
nent among which was a line from Toledo to 
Detroit, parallel with the Canada Southern 
and Lake Shore Roads. After the Wabash 
purchased the Eel River Road extending 
from Logansport, [il., to Butler, Ind., the 
probability of extending this line from Butler 
to Detroit was at once apparent. A company 
was formed and Detroit asked to subscribe 
$200,000, which was done. The road was at 
once built into tha city. 

The Danviile and Southwestern Railroad, 
extending from Danville, Ill., to Vincennes, 
Ind., 114 miles, and the Cairo and Vincennes 
Railroad, from Vinceenes, Ind., to Cairo, 
[il., 158 miles were acquired by purchase 
aw after the completion of the Detroit 

ne. 

The extension ofthe Iowa division from 
Humestown to Shenandoah is progressing 
rapidly and will be completed early in 1882, 
opening a new and direct route via Keokuk, 
between Omaha and the East. 

Nineteen hundredtons of rails have been 
laid during the yearonthe Peoria division 
of the Wabash, making a total of 151 miles 
of steel rails now on this dtvision. 
An army of 18,562 is emploved on the Wa- 
bash throughout its several divisions with a 
monthiy pay roll of $700,000.

NEW ROMAN SAINTS. 


Manner in Which the Ceremony was 
Performed in St. Peter’s. 
Rome Dispatch to the London Times Dec. 9. 

This morning his Holiness Leo XIII., in 
the great Hal! of the Benediction above the 
vestibule of St. Peter’s splendidly decorated 
and illuminated for the occasion, celebrated 
the rite of canonization, by which the beati- 
fied Giovanni Battista ae Rossi, Lorenzo di 
Brindisi, Giuseppe Labre, and Ciara di Mon- 
tefaico have been raised, asit is termed, to 
the honors ofthe altar. The ceremonial was 
performed with ail the splendor of 
ecclesiastical pomp practicable in 
so circumscribed a space. At the 
last canonization, in 41867, the _ pro- 
cession made the entire circuit of Berniti’s 
grand portico before entering the Basilica.

Great Advance in the Price of 
Real Estate. 


Nearly Five Million Dellars In- 
vested in New Buildings.

The Principal Structures Erected During 
the Year, 


The real estate season just closed has been 
more prosperous than any since the panic. 
The number of sales has been 
large, the prices high and = the 
general outlook for next year by encouraging. 
Dealers and experis unitein declaring that, 
the prices, although still low, have raised 
considerably, and thatthe principal boom, 
which has set in within the last two months, 
is principally valuable as an _ indication 
of the prosperity to be looked 
for next season. St. Louis has 
never| yet been a great real estate market. 


New york, Uhicago, Philadelphia and other 
large cities have surpassed in this regard. 
Consequently those well posted will not be 
surprised to bear that the raise in prices 
here has not Kept pace with the cities men- 
tioned. 

The fact tnatthere has been araise in 
prices averaging in some localities 25 per 
cent, and the other fact that every indica- 
tion points toa continual and an accelera- 
tion of this increase, gives great 
hopes for the future. A reas- 
suring sign, as will be seen by 
the interviews published below, is that in- 
vestors are turning to real estate with great 
anxiety where a couple of years ago capital 
would not touch this kind of property under 
any persuasion. The number of private sales 
has increased fully one-third. 

On the whole the seasonjhas beenvery pros- 
perous, and the outlook very encouraging. 
Che building season has been most success- 
ful. Architects do not hesitate to declare it 
the best in the history of the city. Not- 
withstanding the high price of building 
material and the possible advance 
next year, there is no doubt 
that the boom in real estate and the 
demand for houses of ali kinds will 
cause a prodigious increase in buildings next 
season.

In the highiands of Scotland they had the 
barometric superstition down to the follow- 
ing rythmical points: 


‘*If New Year’s Eve night-wind blow south, 
It betokeneth warmth and growth; 

If west, much milk, and fish inthe sea; 

if north, much cold and storms there will be; 
If east the trees will vear much fruit; 

If northeast, flee it man ana brute.’

‘*If grass grows in Janiveer, 
It grows the worse for’t all the year.’’ 
GIFTS 

were exchanged on New Year’s Eve and 
New Year’s Day. The custom, it has been 
said, goes back to ancient Rome, and the 
Saturnalia, which were celebrated during 
the calends of January. Gifts are still be- 
ing made, and modern workingmen do a 
little Jabor on the first day ofthe year, just 
as the Roman workmen did—for luck’s sake 
—that they might have work ali the year 
round. Probably the ancients bad the same 
adage that we have, which isto the effect 
that whatever you do or whatever your luck 
on New Year’s day, you tind the same 
through the entire year.
